Taco Bell and Pizza Hut say the/re getting rid 
of artificial colors and flavors, making them 
the latest big food companies scrambling to 
distance themselves from ingredients people 
might find unappetizing. 

Instead of “black pepper flavor,” for in- 
stance, Taco Bell will start using actual black 
pepper in its seasoned beef, said Liz Matthews, 
the chain’s chief food innovation officer. 

The Mexican-style chain also says the arti- 
ficial dye yellow No. 6 will be removed from 
its nacho cheese, blue No. i will be removed 
from its avocado ranch dressing and carmine, 
a bright pigment, will be removed from its 
red tortilla strips. 

Matthews said some of the new recipes are 
being tested in select markets and should be 
in stores nationally by the end of the year. 

The country’s biggest food makers are fac- 
ing pressure from smaller rivals that position 
themselves as more wholesome alternatives. 
Chipotle in particular has found success in 
marketing itself as an antidote to traditional 
fast food, although some question the mean- 
ingfulness of some of its claims. In April, 
Chipotle announced it had removed geneti- 


cally modified organisms from its food, even 
though the Food and Drug Administration 
says GMOs are safe. 

Critics say the purging of chemicals is a re- 
sponse to unfounded fears over ingredients, 
but companies are nevertheless rushing to 
ensure their recipes don’t become marketing 
disadvantages. In recent months, restaurant 
chains including Panera, McDonald’s and 
Subway have said they’re switching to ingre- 
dients people can easily recognize. 

John Coupland, a professor of food science 
at Penn State University said companies are re- 
alizing some ingredients may not be worth the 
potential harm they might cause to their im- 
ages, given changing attitudes about additives. 

Additionally, he noted that the removal of 
artificial ingredients can be a way for compa- 
nies to give their food a healthy glow without 
making meaningful changes to their nutri- 
tional profiles. 

Pizza Hut said it will remove artificial fla- 
vors and colors by the end of July 

Taco Bell said it will take out artificial 
colors, artificial flavors, high-fructose corn 
syrup and unsustainable palm oil from its 
food by the end of 2015. It said artificial pre-

servatives will be removed “where possible” 
by 2017. The moves do not affect fountain 
drinks or co-branded products, such as its 
Doritos-flavored taco shells. 

Brian Niccol, the chain’s CEO, said price 
increases are based on a variety of factors, 
and that the company would work to keep its 
menu affordable. 

“I do not want to lose any element of being 
accessible to the masses,” Niccol said. 

When asked whether the changes would 
affect taste, a representative for Taco Bell 
said in an email that “it will be the same great 
tasting Taco Bell that people love.”

New CTA campaign pushes manners

Sloppy eaters on CTA trains and buses, loud- 
mouths, litterbugs, seat hogs, door blockers 
and assorted other misfits have for at least sev- 
eral years been lambasted by other riders vent- 
ing their outrage on social media, but now the 
transit agency is joining the conversation in 
hopes of encouraging more civilized behavior. 

CTA officials on Wednesday will launch a 
long-promised “courtesy campaign” aimed at 
making transit more comfortable and safer. 

Thirteen humor-tinged messages address- 
ing various behaviors unbecoming a CTA rider 
will start appearing aboard buses and trains 
and at rail stations, officials said Tuesday 

One placard shows an image of train riders 
buried deep in trash, accompanied by text: 
“Your maid doesn’t work here. Please don’t 
leave your crap behind. ... "The message adds 
that trash ends up on tracks and causes fires. 

“Remember, your mother was pregnant 
once,” says another ad, showing the belly of 
a standing mom-to-be pushed up against the 
face of a seated man staring into his cellphone. 

The new effort, developed in-house by CTA 
staff, is intended to be an attention grabber, 
said Graham Garfield, CTA general manager 


of customer information. 

“There are certain behaviors that the CTA 
certainly can and does regulate,” Garfield said. 
“There are other things where people just need 
to get along and offer consideration to fellow 
riders.” 

CTA officials shaped the campaign mainly 
by monitoring social media containing fre- 
quent commentary about CTA customer be- 
havior, agency spokesman Brian Steele said. 

“We really hope the campaign makes riders 
think more about their own behavior and that 
it encourages conversations with other riders,” 
Steele said. 

The top complaints received involved litter- 
ing, music playing, people blocking doors, loud 
cellphone conversations, eating and backpacks 
taking up seat space, Steele said. 

CTA officials said last December that the 
act of “manspreading”— when riders, typi- 
cally male, sprawl across two seats with their 
legs— might be addressed soon by CTA eti- 
quette police. But the new campaign addresses 
“the more general topic of taking up too much 
space with backpacks and bags, something we 
see and hear about with much more frequen- 
cy” Steele said.

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Which field's workers 
drink, use drugs most?

Drug abuse— including and especially alco- 
hol abuse— costs the U.S. economy billions of 
dollars in lost productivity each year. 

But new government data released earlier 
this year can now tell us exactly which indus- 
tries’ employees drink the most, which do the 
most drugs, and where employees are most 
likely not just to use drugs, but abuse them. 
Much of this variation isn’t necessarily a direct 
function of the nature of the work in these in- 
dustries, but rather of the types of people who 
work in them. For instance, we know that 
men drink and do drugs more heavily than 
women, and that young people are more into 
drugs and alcohol than older ones. 

Researchers found no difference, however, 
in the distribution of drug use across indus- 
tries even when controlling for age and gender. 

Whether young or old, male or female, res- 
taurant and hotel workers truly are the heavi- 
est drug users in the nation. There’s some- 
thing of a false equivalence going on in these 
two categories, drug use and heavy drinking. 
The researchers didn’t break the numbers 
down by specific drug, but given that mari- 
juana is the most widely used illicit substance, 
it’s a safe bet that many people would show 
up in the “drug use” 
category simply if 
they smoked a joint 
or two in the 30 days 
prior to the survey 
But the study did 
separately break out 
workers who would 
qualify as having a 
substance abuse dis- 
order for either drugs 
or alcohol. To meet

How the Hawks handle stick chaos 
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McDonald arrest details in short supply

Ray McDonald walked out of the Santa Clara 
County Jail on Monday after his latest legal 
troubles earlier in the day cost him his job 
with the Bears.

while she was holding a baby” 

The release of an official arrest report 
will remain on hold until investigators have 
enough detail and information to pass on to 
the district attorney According to a report 
from KRON in California, the California 
Highway Patrol has released the audio from

the 911 call related to Monday’s incident. On 
the audio, a woman identifying herself as the 
mother of the victim asserts that her daughter 
was trying to escape with the infant.

Caskey available to the media for questions.

LLIE KEMPER LIVED IN CHICAGO FOR THREE MONTHS IN 2001. 

She was 21 years old, approaching her senior year at Princeton University 
and taking a level one improvisation class at ImprovOlympic under the 
iconic TJ. Jagodowski. 

“It was the best thing I could have ever done with my time that summer,” said 
Kemper, who stars in Netflix’s “Unbreakable Kimmy Schmidt” and before that, 
played Erin Hannon for five seasons on NBC’s “The Office.” “But I have to say, I’m 
a little bit nervous {for our show this weekend]. I feel like you won’t be able to fool 
a Chicago crowd. Not that they’re rude; they just won’t politely laugh.” 


Up Comedy Club will host “Ellie Kemper 
and Friends” for four long-form improvisa- 
tion shows (8 p.m. and 10:30 p.m. each night) 
on Friday and Saturday as part of the 2nd An- 
nual 26th Annual Comedy Festival (see P. 17 
for more on the fest). 

As far as a Chicago audience not laughing? 
Not likely thanks to Kemper’s comedic tim- 
ing and charm. Roles in “Bridesmaids” and 
“21 Jump Street,” appearances on “Fate Night 
with Conan O’Brien” and “The Colbert Re- 


port,” performing with the Peoples Improv 
Theatre and Upright Citizens Brigade in New 
York City and being named one of Variety’s 
“10 Comics to Watch” don’t hurt either. 

Kemper, 35, is the purest glistening beam 
of light in an entertainment industry that 
can be so astonishingly cloudy and fictitious 
at times. Proof of this couldn’t be more ap- 
parent in her leading role in “Unbreakable 
Kimmy Schmidt,” written and created by 
Tina Fey and Robert Carlock. Kemper plays 


a 29 -year-old woman transitioning into living 
a normal big-city life after spending 15 years 
in an underground bunker constructed by the 
leader of a doomsday cult in Indiana. Despite 
the tragic premise, Kemper couldn’t make her 
character— and the show, for that matter- 
more relatable and unmistakably addict- 
ing as the 13 episodes press on. 

From her always-genuine smile 
to her bubbly yet firm demean- 
or, Kemper has a way of inject- 
ing fresh air and conspicuous 
humor into everything she 
does. And we’re only going to 
continue to see more of her 
face into the future. RedEye 
talked to her by phone prior to 
her trip to Chicago; here are the 
highlights.

I’ve heard you talk about how much you 
enjoy playing grounded, more believable 
characters onstage, and that your comfort 
level as a performer is higher when you do. 
Can you talk about that? 


I’m not name-dropping, I promise. But if you 
don’t succeed with it, it’s probably not even 
name-dropping, but when I auditioned for 
“Saturday Night Five” {in 2008, the audition 
exercise] calls for five characters. And that 
is hard for me. Because my strength lies in 
playing more grounded characters 
who are more relatable. The 
more extreme, exagger- 
ated characters are not 
my strong suit. What I 
loved about the Improv 
Olympic class {in 2001 in 
Chicago] and with my Up- 
right Citizens Brigade and 
Peoples Improv Theatre 
experiences was the amount 
of listening and responding. 
Those are the themes and shows 
I’m most comfortable with. You are creat- 
ing and learning about those characters as 
you go along in the scene with your team 
partner. You’re taking that and building it 
from there. I don’t like playing a character 
with a “game” about them or an exaggerated 
feature about them.

When you first started doing improvisation, 
did it seem like your true calling right away 
for you? Or was there quite a bit of fine- 
tuning? 

I took a ninth grade acting class that 
devoted some time to improvisation, so 
then when I went to college, during my 
sophomore year, I auditioned for the improv 
group and felt right away that I could be 
good at it. I don’t feel like I’m good at most 
things. So when I had the reaction that I 
was good at it, knowing right away when I’m 
not good at something, I trusted that my 
instinct must have been right. I played field 
hockey and sat on the bench in college so my 
“not-good versus good” sensor is very sharp. 

Uh, yeah. I think I share that superpower 
with you. I know very quickly when I suck 
horribly at something. So when I don’t feel 
that way? I go all in for whatever it is. 

{Laughs.} I’m very well-versed with what I’m 
not good at, which is most things, actually. 
Like stand-up {comedy}, for example. I don’t 
know if I could be good at it. I don’t feel like 
naturally I would be. Improvisation feels 
like a more natural fit. People often ask me, 
“Isn’t that terrifying not knowing what you’re 
going to say?” 

Hell no, I prefer there to be no lines or expec- 
tations. [Laughs.] 

I know! It’s great. It’s natural. It’s easier for 
me. The audience is in it, creating it with you. 
I sound like such a nerd. 

Nerd alert! No, but seriously, whenever your 
name has come up in conversation when I’m 


talking to other actors or comedians, they 
rave about how easy it is to collaborate with 
you and how genuine and likable you are. 
That says something. Have you always been 
that way? 

OK, that is the nicest thing you could have 
said. So, thank you for even telling me that. 
It’s like my work with {fellow Princeton 
graduate} Scott Eckert, who I’ve written a lot 
of shows with {over the years}. It’s just a natu- 
ral fit. We have a similar sensibility; we know 
what each other likes. It’s effortless in that 
regard. Maybe that’s why improv is a good 
fit {for me}. To get nerdy again, that’s what 
improv is. It’s creating and building a piece 
with the whole group. 

I think it has a lot to do with how easy it is to 
converse with someone, too though. Being 
able to express an idea is key. And not easy. 

Absolutely. Great improvisers — and no, 

I’m not including myself in that group — are 
really generous, good people. They’re easy 
to talk to. 

How often are you getting up onstage now? 
Your schedule seems nuts. 

I’ve done a horrible job of getting onstage to 
perform improv while I was on “The Office.” 
I wasn’t performing at the UCB Theatre 
as much as I should have in Los Angeles. I 
didn’t have much free time while we were 
shooting the first season of {“Unbreakable 
Kimmy Schmidt”}. But since the winter, I 
have been able to get in shows more. But I 
certainly want to do more. It’s a muscle in 
your brain, as you know It can get flabby if 
you don’t keep up with it. You realize how 


much you love improv by doing these shows. 
I think to myself, “There’s a reason I have 
always loved doing this.” 

“Unbreakable Kimmy Schmidt” has been 
such a huge hit. The reviews and word 
of mouth are all just so overwhelmingly 
positive. It even won a Webby Award. When 
you read the pilot, written by Tina Fey and 
Robert Carlock, could you tell it was going to 
be something special? 

Yes. My immediate reaction was, “It’s Tina 
and Robert. I would trust whatever they 
did.” They are brilliant writers and yes, that 
sounds so obvious. But from reading the first 
pilot, it’s tricky I understand it’s a comedy 
{But the premise comes from} a place that 
is thoroughly dark and upsetting. But if 
anyone can pull it off, it’s those two. I wasn’t 
worried, but it’s so different than a lot of 
comedies and where they choose to go. And 
while you’re making the show, you feel like 
you’re, well, not “in a bubble,” but no one 
has seen episodes yet. {After filming the first 
season}, I felt like, “We’re done now I hope 
that everyone else likes it.” We did our best 
job with it and when the winter passed, I 
forgot other people were even going to see it. 
But with all the episodes being available all 
at once, people did respond well to the show 
It’s been a delight to have people respond to 
it like they have. 

The act of binge-watching a television series 
has really redefined visual media for the 
future. What’s your stance on it? Do you do it 
a lot yourself, too? 

As someone who has resisted a lot of tech-

The Chicago festival landscape can feel like 
the backdrop of an old “Flintstones” cartoon, 
a picture of repetition— street fair, street 
fair, music festival, street fair. So it was a 
disappointment when, in late 2013, after five 
years of mostly fun programming and many 
sold-out shows, the Montreal-based Just For 
Laughs comedy festival yanked its Chicago 
edition, citing changes in the “current market- 
place” (i.e., money issues). The result was that 
Montreal still has a comedy festival and New 
'York its superstar New 'York Comedy Festival. 
But the Second City? Birthplace of too many 
funny people to name here? 

Since 2001, there has been the Chicago 
Sketch Comedy Festival, which bills itself as 
the largest sketch-comedy festival in the coun- 
try But where is our Lollapalooza of comedy? 

If Josh Modell, editor-in-chief of the A.V 
Club, gets his wish, the foundation for avast 
comedy tradition is already being built. The 
Onion and A.V Club’s cheekily named 2nd 
Annual 26th Annual Comedy Festival began 
its second year Tuesday pointedly stepping 


in to improve upon what the Canadians took 
from us. Albeit modestly— expanding slowly 
and thoughtfully Last spring, the festival, in 
its inaugural year, stuck to the Athenaeum 
Theatre and had three shows. This year, it’s up 
to seven venues and a dozen comedy acts. 

“We wanted to mostly dip our toe in the 
water with this,” Modell said, “and program 
what we wanted to see. And because there 
are not as many comedy festivals out there as 
there are music festivals, there’s also a lot of 
room to do something unique here, to reflect 
our own sensibilities— to, say both screen 
‘Cabin Boy* and do huge shows with John 
Mulaney” Indeed, for Mulaney, a Chicago na- 
tive, the two Chicago Theatre performances 
are being shot for a future Netflix stand-up 


special. 

Modell and Co. made a wish list, and 
though not everything worked out (they 
couldn’t land Dave Chappelle or the creators 
of the cult MTV series “Wonder Showzen”), 
they ended up with an idiosyncratic snapshot 
of contemporary and classic comedy from 
“Weird Al” 'Yankovic-hosted screenings of 
his midnight masterwork “UHF” to a panel 
featuring the writers of The Onion and “The 
Simpsons” to a Thalia Hall show (sold out) 
with Chicago stand-up Kyle Kinane. “The 
idea is to do something even bigger next year,” 
Modell said. “I would really like to see this get 
to the point where people are traveling to 
Chicago for this festival, even if it’s not quite 
in the air just yet.”

John Mulaney talks about 
writing for “SNL,” his 
Chicago memories

The first and only time John Mulaney per- 
formed at The Chicago Theatre was in 2010. 

He was hired to do a seven-minute set at 
“Ellen’s Somewhat Special Special” during 
TBS’ Just for Laughs Chicago. But as beloved 
as the now 32-year-old comedian was at the 
time, nobody ever wants to follow a celebra- 
tion for the Stanley Cup champion Black- 
hawks in the heart of the city 

“The Blackhawks had just won so they 
brought them out; there were acrobats, Ellen 
{DeGeneres} was doing magic tricks and then 
they were basically like, And nowhere is a 
young man in a shirt and pants,’ ” Mulaney 
said. 

But this is a guy who understands the 
significance of Chicago’s sports loyalties. He 
is, after all, a Chicagoan. 

So many of his fans know the version of 
Mulaney who starred in his own Fox sitcom, 
“Mulaney” Or the version who wrote for 
“Saturday Night Live,” playing a part in creat- 
ing Bill Hader’s Stefon character. 

But the version of himself Mulaney knows 
best is the guy who was born and raised in 
Chicago. 

“I had this interesting situation of first 
doing stand-up in New York City, yet always 
going back home and performing at Chicago 
Underground,” Mulaney said. “Chicago 
has no rival as a comedy city Ask anyone 
who tours, they always look forward to that 
Chicago stop— and me more than anyone, 
since I’m from there. There is such a built-in 
comedy community in Chicago. It’s probably 
the best place to start doing comedy” 

Mulaney headlines two shows on Saturday 
at The Chicago Theatre. He promises to do 
more than seven minutes of material this 
time around. 

I wouldn’t be doing my job if I didn’t ask: 
When you travel back to Chicago for this 
show, what are the things you make sure to 
do when you’re on a time crunch? 

I grew up there, so it’s mundane stuff like 
seeing friends. There are so many great cu- 


linary places, but I lived here from o to 18. 1 
ate at my house. I wasn’t out at Schwa when I 
was 10. There was Nookies and The Wieners 
Circle. I would eat a piece of toast and then 
go walk around. 

You got married last summer. Did writing 
material get easier or more difficult as a 
married man? So much material for comics 
comes from being this single guy or girl and 
kind of experiencing life as someone just 
trying their best. 

The writing continues; the song remains 
the same. I just have new experiences in my 
life now, being married. It’s the same with 
anything that you take on. Like having a kid. 
At a certain point, the biggest thing to get 


around is doing too much comedy You don’t 
have a life. I think the reason there were 
so many airport jokes was because come- 
dians were traveling so much and you have 
your brain on. You’re absorbing it all ... like 
how you’re treated at the United lounge, or 
something. 

Comedians like yourself are so good— or 
maybe the word is “comfortable”— with pin- 
ning yourself down before others can. Why 
is that the case for you? 

Most standups study themselves. For me, 
it came naturally, I’m not a person who’s 
angry; I’m not angry at the world in that way 
I’m annoyed by a lot of things and exasper- 
ated by a lot of things. But I have had an 
extremely fortunate life. ... I look at myself

and say, “You are a 32-year-old lanky white 
guy who can’t even stand up straight.” I’m the 
most useless animal there is. 

For years you wrote for “Saturday Night 
Live” and, as a stand-up comedian, had to 
shine from behind the camera through 
writing and on scripts. How long into that 
process did you forget about the idea of 
performing and become OK with writing? 

It was not a tough transition. I went in 
thinking, “I’m a comedian. I would obviously 
love to be on this show, but to be doing some- 
thing and wanting to do something else is a 
miserable situation.” There is so much you 
can do as a writer there. Being a writer might 
be better than being a cast member. I know 
this might sound delusional, but you have a 
great deal of control 
as a writer. You get to 
do a lot more than the 
cast. You’re putting 
things together and 
learning how to make 
television. ...I was 
out doing stand-up, 
so I was still doing 
the “look at me, look 
at me” thing. But if I 
would have been chomping at the bit to be 
on camera? I wouldn’t have had a good time. 
You grew up in Chicago in the 1990s. That 
environment has to be a huge part of who 
you are today. 

Everywhere I go and perform, a lot of what I 
talk about is from my experience of growing 
up in Chicago ... the strange free upbringing 
I had walking around as a kid, as opposed to 
what kids have now We were little citizens. 
Our parents loved us, but they were busy 
people. I would get on the bus and just go 
downtown and walk around the city all day 
Maybe see a movie. Try and buy cigarettes 
until the cops would chase us into a corner 
and ask us where we went to high school. 
We’d go to photocopy places on Lincoln 
Avenue to try and make fake IDs. I think a 
lot of that formed who I am. A free citizen 
left to his own devices, kind of. 

What’s the craziest thing you’ve ever seen 
while out at night in Chicago? 

It was outside a liquor store on Lincoln 
Avenue. It’s my favorite memory We were in 
high school and my friend John was going to 
try to buy beer for us. He went in alone and 
came out of with two 24-pack cases of Natty 
Light under his arms. He was holding them 
like suitcases. We asked him how he bought 
them and he just looked at us and said, “The 
guy was asleep. Run!” {Laughs.} He just lifted 
them out of the cooler and walked out.
